Many ships sailing from or ports
with war supnlies have found bomnbs
concealed on board, with the obvious
purpose of blowing them up.  There
have been many explosions and fires
recently in American munlition fae-
tories, and even on American war-
ships. There has been lately an epl-
demic of strikes in factories engaged
in the prmlut:'llnn ol various kind of
contraband,

The public does not yo! believe,
and does not want to believe, that
these outbreaks are in any way slmi-
lar to the alleged campaipn of de-
struction that has handleapped Ius-
gin. Samuel Gomners, president of
the Federation of Labor, has charged
apecifically that German money and
influence are responsible for some of
the labor trouble In our munition
tories, hut every good American, what-
ever I:fy sympathies, hopes that such
charges can and will be disproved.

Such allen activity, by arousing the
nation to anger, would be sure in the
long run to Injure the German cause
rather than benefit it, and would In-
volve our German sHizens in positive
misfortune. '

German-Americans, for thelr own
sake If not from motives of patriotism
and good eltlzenship, should be the
first to protest against any such allen
and criminal activity, and to demand
the exposure and punishment of the
culprits if there are found to be any
in the country.
